THREE NEW 1967-68 GRADUATE PROGRAMMES AT S.G.W.U. - 
FIRST MASTER IN THE TEACHING OF MATHEMATICS PROGRAMME IN CANADA; 
ONE PROGRAMME APPROVED FOR 1968-69, 


Three new graduate programmes leading to a Master's degree will be 
given by Sir George Williams University beginning September 1967. 
History, Economics and the Teaching of Mathematics are the fields in 
which advanced work will be offered, 


A Master of Engineering programme is to be offered in the 1968-69 
academic year. 


All programmes will be scheduled in the late afternoon or evening in 
order to permit some students to take them on a part-time basis while 
remaining at their full-time jobs if they so wish. 


The History programme will offer a course in the Philosophy of History, 
and seminars in Problems in European, Canadian, United States and Asian 
History. There will be two curriculum patterns in the Master of Arts 
in History programme, one for honours students and one especially 
geared towards teachers with bachelor degrees and some concentration in 
history. 


The Economics programme should prove of interest to that large number 

of working economists who cannot easily give up their work to enroll on 
a full-time basis at University. Courses offered include Microeconomics, 
Macroeconomics, Economic Growth, International Trade, Labour Economics 
and Mathematical Economics. 


Sir George will be the first University in Canada to offer a Master in 

the Teaching of Mathematics degree. It will be open to candidates holding 
an undergraduate degree with a teacher's certificate and at least one 
year's experience in the teaching of secondary school mathematics as well 
as an adequate mathematical background. It is hoped this course will 
supply the urgently needed mathematics teachers for Quebec schools. The 
Mathematics Department proposal stated that "there exists an urgent 

need for a programme of training and re-training practising teachers of 
mathematics. Such a programme would help to increase the number of 
teachers able to judge and implement necessary changes in the secondary 
school curriculum, Existing honours and graduate programmes in mathematics 
are ill-suited to this purpose. These are designed for the training of 
research mathematicians and other specialists and consequently tend to be 
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deep but somewhat narrow, The teacher of mathematics requires training 
in breadth free from inessential technical detail." The Master in 

the Teaching of Mathematics degree might be completed in one year, but 
as most of those enrolled will be teachers remaining at their jobs, it 
will usually be completed in three years. 


The University also announces that the Faculty of Engineering will offer 
an evening programme leading to the degree of Master of Engineering in 

the 1968-69 academic year. It will be open exclusively to fully employed 
engineers. With the cooperation of the Faculty of Engineering at McGill 
University, students will be permitted to take some of their graduate 
course work at McGill in addition to that taken at Sir George. Potential 
applicants are being encouraged to enrol for appropriate refresher courses 
from among those offered to evening undergraduates in Engineering at 

Sir George during the 1967-68 session. 


Sir George Williams University offers at present graduate work in 
English, Chemistry, Physics and Fine Arts Education.
